“The commonwealth of peoples 
should continue to carry forward the 
crusade in which they are engaged to 
the point where no autocratic, despotic 
government remains,” said Winston 
Churchill, recently appointed minister 
of munitions, in speaking to his con- 
stituents recently. g 

“Henceforth,” he continued, “it 
must not be true that in any part ‘of 
the world a government owns the peo- 
ple; but, on the contrary, everywhere 
the people must control their own fate. 
The hateful system of military auto- 
rutie tyranny must cease. 

“If this war not end in victory; 
if it ends in an inconclusive peace, it 
will leave Germany stronger under 
autocratic rulership. Then, good bye 
toto the hopes for a brighter and bet- 
ter fu We should merely enter 
upon a long period of unrest. Unless 
we gain the victory we have nothing. 
before us but-ruin and strife, 

“We have only to hold until che 
United States throws its whole 
strength into the struggle to make the 
victory complete, England is. the 
center of a-mighty league of nations. 
If we fail, all fail; if we break, all 
break. Our dangers are great, but 
our opportunity is incomparable.” 


U. S. Will Supply 


Plans by which the United States’ 
will relieve Great Britain of the task 
of rationing the European neutral 
countries hve about reached comple- 
tien, Within a short time, it was 
learned, the British system of issu- 
ing letters of assurance for American 
exports to the neutral will be entirely 
superseded by the export license ar- 
rangement, Although the United 
States has been issuing export |!

Deadly European Disease Ravages : 
Country's Most Valuable Forests | 
—Spreads Very Quickly |

Those interested in the white pine 
pt Canada and the United States have 
been ‘greatly alarmed by the very 
serious outbreak of the white pine 
This disease, which is 
due to a fyngus similar to the wheat 
rust, has practically destroyed all the 
white pine and other fiveleaved pines |, 
in Burope and is supposed to have 
been introduced into North America 
by the importation of infected our 
sery stock from Germany and Holland. 
Por its full deyelopment and pro-| 


i 


fungus requires. two 
hosts. The. summer propagation 
takes place on the leaves of currants 
and gooseberries ‘and the winter stage 
on the white pine, The currants and 
— are infected by spores | 
produced on the white pine in the 
spring. The disease rapidly develops 
on the leaves of the currants, and, 
in about two weeks, the under sides 
of the leaves are covered with yel- 
lowish-orange pustules from which 
the summer spores are liberated, 
These spores are carried by the wind 
to other currant and gooseberry leaves 
and the repetition of this several 
times during the summer results in 
the disease spreading rapidly over 
lange areas. : 

Lurks For Year or More 


Toward autumn, slender hornlike 
growths in which a different Kind of 
spore is produced appear on the un- 
der side of leaves. These spores are 
carried to the white pine where, upon 
germination, they penetrate the soft 
tissues at the base of the bundle of 
needles and develop in the inner bark 
of the branch. Here the fungus may 
grow for a year or more before show- 
ing any outward indication of its 
presence. g 

Soaner or later, however, it pro- 
duces a swelling in the infected parts, 
finally girdling the branches and caus- 
ing all of the tree above the point of 

ection to die. Early in the spring, 
between the middle of April and the 
middle of June, small blisters appear 
on the swollen stems which, upon 
breaking, liberate ‘the  yellowish- } 
orange spores enclosed. These infect 
the currants and gooseberries, but are 
incapable of transmitting the dis- 
ease to other pines.
